The full text of the free ooinege 

bill i? as follow?: 
A bill to provide against the con- 
traction of the oarreaey tad for 
otuer pnrpoeei. 
That irom and after the date of the 
passive of this act the unit of value 
in the United jStuto shall bo the dol- 
lar, and the same may be ooined oi 
■112^ ;,'rains of str.ndurd silver, or of 
2."> 810 grais ol standard gold; and 
the said coins shall be legal tender 
for nil debts, public and private. 
Tliat hereafter any owner of silver 
or ;,'o!d bullion may deposit the same 
•t any mint oi the Unised iStates to 
be formed into standard dollars or 
bars for lii-i bonefit and without 
charge; but it shall be lawiul to re- 
ftase any deposit of less value than 
f 1(11), or any bullion so base «s to be 
unsuitable torthj operations of the 
mint. 

Sec. 2 Tnat the provision ot Sec 
ion 3 of "an act to authorize the 
eoiniige of the standard silver dollar 
•nd to r<«tore its legal tender char 
jicter," which became a law Fobru- 
nry 28, 1878, is hereby made appli- 
cablo to the coinage in this act as 
provided for. 

Sec '■'> Tint the c.-'riifiiciitcs pro- 
vided for in tiie second section ol 
th>8 act shall be of denominations of 
not less than ^1 nor more than (100, 
and such certificates shall be re- 
deemable in coin of standard value. 
A sufficient sum to carry out the 
provisions ot this act is hereby ap- 
propriated out of atiy money in the 
Treajury not otheiwise appropriu 
to J. So much of the act of J uly 14. 
18i'0, entitled "on net iliroctinj,' the 
purchase ot silver bullion and the 
issue of Treasury notes Jhereon, and 
for other purposes," as requires the 
purobaso of 4,60;),000 ounoea of sii- 
Tor bullion per month, be, and the 
■ome is, hereby repealed. 

Bte. 4. That the oertifieates pro- 
vided for in thit aet, and all silver 
and gold certificates, already issued 
■hall be receivable tor all taxes and 
dues to the I'nited States of every 
description, itnd shall be a legal ten- 
d< r fjr the paymeatof all debts; pub- 
lit and private. ^ 

8ec. 5. The owners ot bullion de- 
posited lor coirift;,'e shiill have the 
option to receive coiu or its equiva- 
lent in the eertifieate provided for 
in this aL-t, and such bullioB shlll be 
subseiiuently coined. 

Speaker Heed this afternoon re- 
ferred the Senate silver bill to the 
Committee on Coinage, Weights and 
Mraiurements.

Convention as a comwtiM . of the 
whole, after various amendments 
adopted the the second section of the 
report of the committee on Revenue 
and Taxation. This section is an 
important one as it names that spe- 
cies of property which the Conven- 
tion thinks should be etenpted from 
taxation. Tho section is as follows: 
"Section 2. There shall be ex- 
empt from taxatioB pablia property 
used for public purposes; actual 
places of religious worship, with the 
ground attached thereto, and used 
as appurteaaat to the houee of wor- 
ship, not exoeeding eaa-half aa aere 
in cities or town, nor tWO acres in 
ttio country; all pars oa ages or resi- 
lencea owaed by aay rallfloae ooeie* 
ty and occupied as a home by anv 
minister of the gospel, or jiricst; 
crops grown in the year in which tho 
assessment is made; public libraries; 
places of burial not held for private 
or corporate profit, and institutions 
)f purely public ebarity; and all laws 
exempting or eommuting property 
from taxation, other than the pro- 
perty above mentioned shall be void. 
Provided that household goods or 
other personal property of persons 
with a family not to exceed two hun- 
dred aad fifty dollars in value; shall 
be oxem]ited from taxatioc; and 
provided, further, that the General 
Assembly may authorize any incor - 
porated city or town t« exenptmn- 
fttcturing establishmSBti ffota mm- 
nicipul taxation for a parlod not ex- 
ceeding five years ae aa aaducemcnt 
for their looatioB."

Washington, Jan 17. -This com. 
munity^was greatly shocked this 
evening by the news that Oreorge 
Bancroft, the venerable historian, 
was dead. It had been realized that 
Mr Bancroft clu! 1 hardly survive 
much longer the iucreasin infirmities 
inadeat to his extremely old age, 
but he had been in cheerful spirts 
and apparently bettor health this 
year siaoe his rstarn from Newport 
than for several seasons past, so h s 
death was sudden and unexi>ected 
to all save a tew intimate friends who 
knew of the attsok^of illness which 
carried him off. Death oeenrred at 
3:40 o'clock this afternoon. The 
end|was quite and peac-ful .and 
caiaa after a period of aaooaaolinE- 
ness lasting about 24 hours. 

George Bancroft was born in 
Wotahoiler, Mesa, Oetober 8,1800. 

After college prepartion at Exeter 
H, U., and graduation at Harvard, 
he waat to Oermany and studied for 
about three years, being given the 
tegree of Ph. D. by the University 
oiUottingen. It was at this time 
that he selected history as his special 
study, having ss one of his reasons 
the desire to see if the obserystion 
oi msssss of mea in action would 
aot load by tha hidaetive method to 
the establishment of the laws of 
morality as a science. He filled 
many honorable positions dm ing his 
long life. In 1835 he published the 
fintt volume ot his ^History ot the 
United States." A year later came 
the second volume. In 1838 he was 
appointed by preridaat Vaa Baren 
Collector at Boston, and in 1844 was 
nominated by the Democats for (Jov- 
enor of Massachusetts, but was do- 
fcated. Ou tbe election of James K. 
Polk to the presidency Mr. Bancroft 
)ecame Naval Secretary, signalizing 
hisadmiaistratioB by the establish- 
ment of the Anaapolle Nava. A«ad- 
emy, which be accompUahad .^7 his 
own unaided efforts.

A''ter these rains, beginning gciaer- 
ally in the 'month of December, tbc 
whole face nf tho earth Is coreied 
with wild flowers of every imn^nablo 
hue and shape, and there is said to 
be more than IMO diUbrent varitier. 
Certainly there are flowers for every 
one; the rich and the poor and stran- 
gers are at liberty to help themsel- 
vef . (n the humblest homes horc% 
are seen banks of oulla lilies sur- 
rounding the house, a rose tree here 
and there, and the aweet smellintr

Railmad facilities are of 
the lipst, beside,^ the good harbors 
which are being constantly improv- 
ed and one of the fineei ie at Redon- 
do Beach, with which any seaport in 
the wetld can be placed in direct 
communication. 

Bedondo is not quite two years 
old, and amcng its many advantages 
ha.< <i ei,.;it reputation a.s a | lea ure 
aa well as a health recort, and is also 
a shipping port. Redondo hu evet y 
natural advantage, and under ite 
present management is fast being 
convert'ed into a beautiful place; the 
ground gently undulu'ing and aff ord- 
ing one of the lovliest ocean views 
in the world.
